Dr.  Berrett  said  Elder  Hunter  went 
to  Israel  last  April  and  made  the  final 
arrangements  with  the  government  to 
construct  the  memorial. 

The  government  said  if  the  church 
would  pay  the  costs  of  beautifying  the 
plot  with  full-grown  oliye  trees,  then 
the  City  of  Jerusalem  will  allow  a  flat 
plot  to  be  a  memorial  garden  in  honor 
of  Orson  Hyde.  The  city  and  govern¬ 
ment  have  agreed  to  care  for  the  plot 
for  999  years. 

“The  Mount  of  Olives  is  essentially 
all  private,  property,  mostly  owned  by 
churches,  but  people  do  have  thejr 
homes  there,”  he  said,  “Every  church 
in  the  Holy  Land  owns  property  there 
except  the  LDS  Church.” 

Dr.  Berrett  said  he  saw  two  benefits 
involved  with  the  granting  of  a  plot  by 
the  Israeli  government.  First  would  be 
to  promote  Mormon  tourism  in  Israel, 
and  second  he  said,  “Mormons  want  a 
tie”  to  Israel. 

Dr.  Berrett  said  BYU  has  also  “been 
trying  to  purchase  a  building  site  in 
Jerusalem  for  a  semester  of  study 
abroad.”

He  also  said  a  small  amphitheater  in 
the  grotto  will  provide  seating  for 
visitors  and  permit  them  to  contem¬ 
plate  the  view  of  the  old  walled  city, 
the  surrounding  area  and  principal 
landmarks. 

In  speaking  of  Jerusalem,  Elder 
Richards  said,  “The  Lord  has  made 
great  promises  concerning  that  world 
center  of  religious  influence;  three 
great  religions  have  been  centered 
there.  Jerusalem  is  a  holy  city  to 
millions  of  people  around  the  world.” 

Apostle  Hyde’s  dedicatory  prayer 
said  in  part,  “Do  Thou  now  also  be 
pleased  to  inspire  the  hearts  of  kings 
and  the  powers  of  the  earth  to  look 
with  a  friendly  eye  towards  this  place 
...  Let  them  know  that  it  is  Thy  good 

Eleasure  to  restore  the  kingdom  unto 
irael  —  raise  up  Jerusalem  as  its 
capital,  and  constitute  her  people  a 
distinct  nation  and  government,  with 
David  Thy  servant ...  to  be  their  king.“  • 
Orson  Hyde  died  in  1878,  after  being 
president  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve 
for  over  30  years.

Elder  Richards  asked  for  help  in 
raising  the  necessary  funds  for  the 
Memorial  Gardens  and  extended  the 
invitation  “to  good  people 
everywhere.”  He  said  the  project  had

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  President  Carter  in¬ 
dicated  Wednesday  he  will  veto  the  energy  bill  if  it 
raises  natural  gas  prices  higher  than  the  $1.75  per 
thousand  cubic  feet  level  he  originally  proposed,  a 
delegation  of  congressmen  said. 

“The  $1.75  figure  is  as  far  as  we  should  go.  It 
should  not  be  amended,”  Rep.  Andrew  Maguire, 
quoted  Carter  as  telling  the  group. 

The  current  price  is  about  $1.46  per  thousand 
cubic  feet. 

“The  President  told  us  that  he  would  veto  a  bad 
bill,  that  he  agrees  with  us  that  we  don’t  need  a  bill 
just  for  the  sake  of  having  a  bill,  and  if  the  bill  tilts 
too  much  toward  the  oil  company  interests,  he  cer¬ 
tainly  would  not  support  it,”  Rep.  Anthony  Moffitt

For  exam¬ 
ple,  a  person  can  retire  from  a  government  job  and 
then  accept  a  job  covered  by  Social  Security  to 
qualify  for  a  second  pension. 

“The  reason  public  employees  don’t  want  to  come 
into  Social  Security  is  that  they  can  get  in  anyway,” 
Rep.  Sam  Gibbons,  D-Fla.,  said.  “A  person  can  pay 
as  little  as  $111  into  Social  Security  during  his 
lifetime  and  then  collect  $114  in  benefits  per 
month.” 

Rep.  J.  J.  Pickle,  D-Tex.,  said,  “100  million  peo¬ 
ple  are  going  to  have  to  pay  additional  tax  because 
you  want  to  appease  a  few  million  federal  em¬ 
ployees.” 

Under  the  bill,  employers  would  make  contribu¬ 
tions  equal  to  those  of  their  workers,  and  benefit 
levels  would  continue  to  rise  with  the  cost  of  living.

It  is  important  for 
everyone  in  every  profes¬ 
sion  to  be  able  to  com¬ 
municate  well,  he  said 
“One  of  the  greatest 
tragedies  in  education  is 


that  people  don’t  learn 
to  communicate.”  “I 
don’t  believe  in  art  for 
art’s  sake,  but  in  art  for 
life’s  sake,”  he  said. 
Lan^age  makes  people 
“feel”  experiences  that 
they  might  never  have 
the  chance  to  live. 

“I  will  never  forget  the 
time  I  first  felt  what  it 
would  be  like  to  be  a 
black  man,”  he  said.  He 
was  reading  Faulkner’s 
“Light  in  August.” 

“Literature  is  not  a 
substitute  for  religion, 
but  a  link  to  religion,”  he 
said.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  President  Carter  will  sup¬ 
port  a  U,.N-  embargo  on  arms  sales  to  South  Africa 
to  demonstrate  American  distaste  for  mass  arrests 
and  the  banning  of  black  publications  by  the 
Pretoria  government,  it  was  learned  Wednesday. 

U.S.  Ambassador  Andrew  Young  consulted  on 
Wednesday  with  French,  British,  West  German  and 
Canadian  diplomats  in  New  York  in  an  effort  to 
frame  a  joint  strategy  within  the  Security  Council 
for  dealing  with  the  South  Africa  issue. 

The  council  is  debating  a  request  by  African  coun¬ 
tries  for  a  mandatory  arms  embargo  and  a  resolution 
calling  on  all  governments  to  halt  new  investment  in 
South  Africa. 

Young  said  earlier  this  year  that  sanctions  on  new 
investment  for  fixed  periods  might  be  an  ap¬ 
propriate  course  of  action  against  South  Africa’s 
policy  of  racial  segregation.  In  his  discussions  he  is 
exploring  that  kind  of  approach,  but  it  is  known  that 
the  Carter  administration  is  not  ready  to  support  a 
massive  assault  on  the  South  African  economy. 

U.S.  economic  sanctions  could  have  a  more 
serious  impact  on  Pretoria  than  support  for  a  global 
arins  embargo  since  the  United  States  is  South 
Africa’s  largest  trading  partner. 

Last  year  American  firms  sold  South  Africa  $1.35 
billion  worth  of  goods.  U.S.  firms  have  an  invest¬ 
ment  of  about  $1.5  billion  in  the  country. 

Carter  is  expected  to  discuss  his  South  Africa 
decision  at  a  news  conference  this  afternoon.  In  the 
meantime,  informed  officials  at  the  White  House 
and  State  Department  were  instructed  to  guard 
against  any  “leaks.” 

The  United  States  and  Britain  already  observe 
virtually  airtight  arms  embargoes  of  their  own 
.  against  South  Africa.  But  some  police  equipment 
and  other  “gray-area”  gear,  such  as  spare  parts  for 
old  C130  transport  planes,  are  sent  to  South  Africa 
from  the  United  States. 

France  has  been  a  prominent  arms  supplier  for  the 
African  nation,  but  U.S.  officials  said  they  un¬ 
derstood  that  country  also  is  now  observing  an  em- 


final  autopsy  report  concluded  on  Wednesday  that 
the  cause  of  Biko’s  death  while  in  detention  was  “ex¬ 
tensive  brain  injury.” 

As  a  demonstration  of  displeasure,  U.S.  Am¬ 
bassador  William  Bowdler  was  called  back  to 
Washington  for  “consultation.”  No  date  for  his 
'  return  to  South  Africa  has  been  planned. 

But  even  while  criticizing  South  African 
apartheid,  the  administration  has  continued  to  de¬ 
pend  on  South  Africa  to  promote  black  rule  in 
Rhodesia  and  in  Namibia. 

That  reliance  could  be  severely  tested  by  the  ap¬ 
plication  of  sanctions.

Spacecraft  ends 
final  examination 


EDWARDS  AIR  FORCE  BASE,  Calif.  (AP)  — 
With  Prince  Charles  of  Eiigland  in  the  gallery,  the 
Space  Shuttle  Enterprise  passed  its  fifth  and  final 
test  Wednesday  a  short,  steep  glide  to  a  bumpy  yet 
safe  landing  on  a  concrete  desert  runway. 

As  it  touched  down,  the  93-ton  shuttle  rocked  on 
the  landing  strip,  hopped  back  into  the  air  and  then 
^et  down  again  safely,.  ,  ^ 

..  -The  test  glide  shorter  and  steeper  than  the  other 
four  was  conducted  to  see  how  the  shuttle  handled 
landing  on  a  concrete  runway,  which  is  what  the  ship 
will  use  as  it  returns  from  its  voyages  into  space. 

The  next  flight  for  the  shuttle  will  be  the  real ; 
thing,  a  trip  into  earth  orbit  and  back  early  in  1979. 

Prince  Charles,  as  part  of  his  three-day  visit  to 
Southern  California,  flew  by  helicopter  the  100  miles 
from  Los  Angeles  to  this  vast  desert  Air  Force  Base 
to  watch  the  landing  with  NASA  officials  at  a 
special  viewing  stand  near  the  runway. 

The  shuttle’s  final  test  landing  was  more  dramatic 
than  the  other  four,  all  of  which  used  a  smooth,  vast, 
dry  lake  bed  for  a  landing  strip  on  which  a  pinpoint 
touchdown  was  not  necessary. 

Much  like  a  jet  airliner  landing  during  high  winds, 
the  shuttle’s  huge  rubber  tires  struck  the  concrete 
and  the  craft  jumped  several  yards  back  into  the  air, 
its  stubby  wings  swaying  from  side  to  side. 

There  was  a  sigh  of  relief  among  NASA  officials 
watching  in  a  monitor  room  when  the  Enterprise 
stayed  on  the  runway  and  rolled  to  a  safe  stop.  i 
After  the  flight,  astronauts  Fred  Haise  and  Gor¬ 
don  Fullerton  went  over  to  Prince  Charles,  himself  a 
pilot,  to  be  congratulated.

State  Hospital  computer 
boost  to  medical  research 


When  Dr.  Ray  Preston 
attaches  to  the  minicom¬ 
puter  at  Utah  State 
Hospital,  it  says,  “Hello 
Ray,  how  are  you  doing 
this  afternoon?” 

“The  computer  talks 
,  to  the  person  in  a  per¬ 
sonal  way,”  he  said, 
’’because  everything 
we’ve  done  is  to  make  it 
more  acceptable  to 
noncompdter-oriented 
people.  As  a  result,  peo¬ 
ple  feel  more  comfor¬ 
table  using  it  and 
research  is  made  easier.” 

The  Jacquard 
minicomputer  system 
has  been  in  use  at  the 
hospital  since  June  1977, 
and  according  to  Dr.  Ray 


Preston,  research  consul¬ 
tant  to  the  maximum 
security  forensic  unit, 
“the  whole  purpose  of 
the  system  is  to 
stimulate  and  facilitate 
research  in  the  forensic 
unit.” 

Dr.  Preston  said  one  of 
the  computer’s  purposes 
is  to  help  other  medical 
investigators  such  as 
BYU  and  University  of 
Utah  professors  and 
graduate  students  with 
research. 

“One  of  the  big 
problems  we’ve  had  in 
doing  research  in  the 
past  has  been  having 
poor  records  to  work 
from,”  Dr.  Preston  said. 
“For  this  reason,  we  are 
designing  this  computer 
system  to  record  past  in¬ 
formation  as  a  replace¬ 
ment  for  the  handwrit¬ 
ten  patient  charts.” 

When  a  patient  is  ad¬ 
mitted,  instead  of  his 
papers  being  typewrit¬ 
ten,  the  information  will 
appear  on  the  computer 
terminal.  Dr.  Preston  ex¬ 
plained.  He  said  -tbe 
three  major,  areas  in 
which  the  coriiputer  will 
be  used  are  clinical  pur¬ 
poses,  research  and  in¬ 
formation  on  patient 
management. 

According  to  Dr. 
Preston,  the  system  in¬ 
cludes  a  central  process¬ 
ing  unit  (CPU),  a  disk 
drive  that  stores  12 
million  information 
characters,  an  “in¬ 
telligent  terminal,”  Used 
in  close  cotnmunication 
with  the  CPU,  and  a 
print-out  machine. 

Secretaries,  social 
workers,  psychologists 
and  others  who  work 
with  patients  will  use  the 


computer.  Dr.  Preston 
said. 

Dr.  Preston  said  it  will 
take  the  hospital  a  year 
to  get  the  system  up  to 
full  capacity.  Computers 
are  the  only  way  to  go 
when  a  person  is  bunting 
research  records,  he  said. 

The  hospital  audits 
patient  records  to  show 
they  are  in  keeping  with 
accreditation  standards. 
It  takes  six  months  for 
the  accreditors  to  go 
through  the  records.  Dr. 
Preston  said.  “Since  the 
computer  has  been  in¬ 
stalled,  it  only  takes  a 
half  hour  to  go  through 
them.” 

Dr.  Preston  said  he 
believes  computers  will 
be  seen  in  lawyers’  and 
doctors’  offices  more  of¬ 
ten  and  eventually  will 
be  almost  as  common  in 
the  home  as  television. 
He  said,  “Going  without 
a  computer  is  a  lot  like 

going  without  a  car - 

you  can  get  by,  but  it’s 
better  to  have  one.”

Employment  possibilities  bleak

A  bank  account  nearing  rock  bottom  is  not  un¬ 
common  for  students  at  BYU,  but  it  may  have 
more  serious  consequences  for  the  nearly  1,200  in¬ 
ternational  students  on  campus. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  for  inter¬ 
national  students  to  get  approval  for  off-campus 
work,  according  to  Max  W.  Swenson,  international 
student  adviser. 

By  law,  a  forei^  or  international  student 
(anyone  not  a  U.S.  citizen)  is  prohibited  from  tak¬ 
ing  a  job  that  will  provide  remuneration  of  any 
kind,  including  free  room  and  board  or  tuition  and 
books,  Swenson  said. 

Babysitting,  typing,  reading  for  the  blind,  tutor¬ 
ing  —  foreign  students  can  do  anything  they  like, 
as  long  as  they  do  not  get  paid  for  their  services,  he 
added. 

“Every  single  international  student  who  comes 
into  the  U.S.  has  to  show  proof  to  the  American 
government  that  he  has  enough  money  to  maintain 
himself  while  he  is  in  school.”  Student  visas  are 
not  granted  without  such  proof,  he  said. 


economic  necessity  due  to  an  unforeseen  change  in 
financial  circumstances  since  the  last  entry  into 
the  U.S.,  with  an  emphasis  on  the  “unforeseen” 
aspect,  Swenson  said. 

The  death  of  a  sponsor  or  a  tremendous  tuition 
hike  would  fall  into  this  category. 

In  Utah,  for  the  year  ended  Sept.  30,  462  permits 
were  issued,  75  denied  and  65  are  still  pending,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Gerald  Fasbender,  officer  in  charge  at 
the  Department  of  Immigration  and  Naturaliza¬ 
tion,  Salt  Lake  City. 

The  Department  of  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  has  given  the  international  student 
adviser  authority  as  a  “clearing  agency”  to  make 
the  final  decision  as  to  which  international  stu¬ 
dents  may  work  on  campus.  The  decision  as  to  off- 
campus  employment  is  left  to  the  Department. 


the  permits  comes  just  before  summer,  and  since  it 
often  takes  two  to  three  months  to  actually  obtain 
them,  he  encouraged  students  to  apply  approx¬ 
imately  three  months  before  summer  term. 


When  a  student  then  requests  a  work  permit,  the 
logical  question,  according  to  Swenson,  is,  “What 
happened  to  your  money?” 

The  only  way  to  obtain  a  permit  is  to  prove 


Undergraduates  must  maintain  12  semester 
hours  of  credit  and  graduates  nine  semester  hours 
in  order  to  qualify  for  a  permit.  If  permission  is 
granted  for  on-  or  off-campus  employment,  part- 
time  work  is  not  to  exceed  20  hours  a  week,  Swen¬ 
son  said. 


He  added  it  is  extremely  rare  for  the  Department 
to  approve  a  request  from  a  Canadian  student  for  a 
work  permit.  This  is  partially  because  of  Canada’a 
proximity  to  the  U.S.  which  makes  it  as  easy  for 
,  them  to  return  home  to  work  as  it  is  for  students 
from  California,  he  said. 

According  to  Swenson,  students  who  are 
graduating  or  are  near  graduation  can  make  ap¬ 
plication  for  six  months  practical  training  in  the 
.field  of  their  study.  If  approved,  this  permission 
may  be  renewed  for  another  six  months. 

The  training  must  be  proven  to  be  a  logical  ex¬ 
tension  of  and  closely  related  to  the  educational 
pursuits  of  the  individual  and  must  also  be 
something  not  available  in  the  student’s  home 
country. 

An  employer  may  petition  the  Department  of 
Labor  on  behalf  of  a  person  if  that  person  has  a 
fecial  skill  —  such  as  a  translator  of  an  exotic 
South  American  Indian  language  which  is  not 
available  in  the  U.S. 

Swenson  advised  there  is  presently  no  law 
against  hiring  illegal  aliens,  but  there  is  a  penalty 
for  working  illegally.  The  penalty  is  deportation. 

Those  anticipating  involvement  in  internship  or 
practical  training  programs  or  anyone  having  ques¬ 
tions  concerning  employment  in  general  should

Arizona  challenge 


The  next  chapter  on  BYU  football  may  be  written 
in  the  Cougars’  training  room. 

With  several  star  players  on  the  disabled  list,  and 
Arizona  coming  to  town  on  Saturday,  the  Cougars’ 
Homecoming  game  looks  more  like  a  toss-up.  And  a 
crowd  in  excess  of  30,000  is  expected  to  be  on  hand 
for  the  1:30  kickoff  of  the  final  game  between  the  two 
WAC  members. 

Just  as  the  Cougars  were  beginning  to  adjust  to 
the  loss  of  All-American  quarterback  Gifford 
Nielsen,  they  saw  two  other  key  performers  crippled. 
Fullback  Todd  Christensen  is  a  doubtful  starter, 
while  all-WAC  defensive  tackle  Mekeli  leremia  is 
wearing  a  shoulder  harness  this  week  but  expects  to 
play  against  the  Wildcats.  leremia  hurt  his  shoulder 
in  the  Colorado  State  game  and  then  suffered  the 
same  injury  against  Wyoming  early  in  the  first  quar¬ 
ter. 

Strained  ligaments 

Christensen  has  strained  ligaments  of  his  left 
knee,  but  the  injury  is  not  considered  as  serious  as 
the  one  that  sidelined  Nielsen  for  the  year. 

The  Wildcats  may  be  encouraged  because  the 
Cowboys  definitely  slowed  BYU’s  offense,  which  was 
ranked  third  in  the  nation  going  into  the  Wyoming 
game.  The  leading  passing  team  in  the  nation  was 
limited  to  less  than  100  yards  at  Laramie,  and  six 
BYU  passes  were  intercepted. 

Edwards  indicated  Saturday’s  game  may  be  a 
defensive  battle,  although  the  Wildcats  proved  they 
can  roll  up  the  points  in  Saturday  night’s  45-17 
whipping  of  Utah. 

Arizona’s  wins  have  come  over  Iowa  41-7  in  Des 
Moines  and  Utah  45-17  in  Tucson.  The  Wildcats 
also  came  close  to  upsetting  Texas  Tech.  Tech  beat 
UA  26-23. 

“I  know  it’s  been  said  before  by  many  coaches,  but 
that  1-4  record  (Arizona  prior  to  Utah  game)  has  got 
to  be  the  best  in  the  countrj',”  Edwards  said. 

If  Christensen  is  unable  to  play,  he  will  be 
replaced  by  reserve  fullback  Bill  Ring,  a  transfer 
who  logged  91  yards  rushing  against  Wyoming.  And 
behind  Ring  is  freshman  running  back  Scott  Reber. 

Large  selection 

Offensively  BYU  will  rely  heavily  on  the  arm  of 


Marc  Wilson.  W  i  has  .  Grge  selection  of  people 
to  throw  to  including  r-,  ers  Mike  Chronister, 
John  VanDerWouden,  George  Harris,  Tod 
Thompson  and  Roger  Gourley. 

Thompson  has  scored  six  touchdowns  in  just  17 
catches  while  teammate  Chronister  is  close  behind 
in  percentage  with  seven  TD’s  in  21  catches. 

University  of  Utah  Sports  Information  Director 
Bruce  Woodbury  said  BYU  would  have  no  problems 
passing  against  the  Wildcat  defense.  Woodbury  said 
the  Utes  had  no  trouble  passing  against  Arizona  and 
added  that  the  Cougar  pass  arsenal  is  much  stronger 
than  that  of  Utah. 

Should  lerepiia  need  a  replacement  on  defense, 
sophomore  tackle  Doug  Stromberg  will  fill  the  bill. 
Stromberg  played  well  against  Wyoming. 

Close  returning 

In  other  lineup  changes,  Calvin  Close  will  be 
returning  to  action  this  week  after  missing  two 
games  because  of  a  knee  injury. 

Several  other  players,  wide  receiver  George  Harris 
and  linebacker  Rod  Wood  included,  required  some 
post-game  attention  in  the  training  room  after  the 
UW  game,  but  should  be  ready  for  the  Wildcats. 

Going  into  Saturday’s  clash,  the  BYU  defense  has 
forced  29  fumbles,  recovering  21,  while  the  offense 
has  fumbled  15  times,  losing  the  ball  just  five  times. 
BYU’s  pass  defense  has  intercepted  nine  passes 
while  Cougar  quarterbacks  have  thrown  11. 

Leading  rushing  statistics  for  the  Cougars  is 
Gourley,  who  has  gained  219  yards  in  55  carries  for 
an  average  gain  of  3.7  a  carry.  Ring  is  next  with  195 
yards  in  just  42  carries  for  a  4.5-yard  average  per 
carry. 

Chronister’s  seven  touchdown  catches  give  him 
the  lead  in  Cougar  scoring  with  44  total  points,  while 
kicker  Dev  Duke  has  scored  40  points  on  five  field 
goals  and  25  extra  points. 

In  a  Monday  morning  report,  Edwards  said 
Wilson  is  still  a  top  quarterback  despite  six  intercep¬ 
tions  against  Wyoming. 

Edwards  also  told  the  press  Tuesday  that  BYU 
will  use  both  the  run  and  pass  Saturday  and  then 
stick  with  what  works.  He  also  said  that  basically 
BYU  will  always  remain  a  passing  team.

“The  big  issue  is  growth,”  Gillman 
said.  “The  Committee  for  Orderly 
Growth  hasn’t  been  the  first  sign  of  a 
movement  among  people  to  slow  down 
Orem’s  growth  rate.  A  1975  survey 
showed  that  people  were  just  as  con¬ 
cerned  about  it  back  then.” 

Speaking  on  the  mass  transit  issue, 
Gillman  said  he  would  not  oppose  a  .25 
percent  sales  tax,  required  to  support  a 
full-scale  fixed  route  system,  but  he 
also  wants  to  look  into  alternative 
systems. 

The  two  candidates  who  won  the 
People’s  Party  nomination  for  city 
council  are  Travis  Jackman  and  Gar¬ 
eth  Seastrand. 

Mrs.  Jackman,  the  only  woman  can¬ 
didate  for  the  city  council,  has  been  a 
resident  of  Orem  for  17  years. 

“I  think  a  woman’s  input  could  be 
helpful  on  the  council.  A  woman  is 
close  to  many  of  society’s  problems 
and  often  has  a  lot  of  insight  that  could 
be  used  in  solving  them,”  Mrs.

Incumbent  Councilman  Merrill 
Gappmayer  said  citizens  “feel  quite 
comfortable  with  Orem  and  its  present 
government.”  He  filed  as  an  indepen¬ 
dent  candidate  after  being  defeated  at 
the  Citizens  Party  convention. 

“Too  little  growth  is  as  bad  as  too 
much,”  Gappmayer  said.  Orem  growth 
must  continue  to  be  watched  and  con¬ 
trolled,  he  said. 

“Mass  transit  has  some  oppor¬ 
tunities  on  a  small  scale,  possibly  a  few 
small  buses  on  selected  routes,” 
Gappmayer  said.  “Orem  doesn’t  have 
the  population  to  support  the  system 
presently  advocated.^’ 

Claims  that  there  is  not  enough 
public  input  into  the  council  are 
“ridiculous,”  according  to  Gappmayer. 
“Many  opportunities  are  always 
available  for  citizen  voices  to  be 
heard.” 

Independent  council  candidate 
Alton  E.  Sigman  has  worked  two  and 
one-half  years  on  the  Orem  Public 
Safety  Council  and  was  with  the 
volunteer  police  for  two  years. 

Sigman  said  he  sees  growth  as 
Orem’s  major  problem  and  feels  the 
present  moratorium  on  multiple-unit 
housing  is  “in  essence  a  relatively  good 
plan,  although  further  public  input  is 
needed.”  •'  -  '  :  ■  '  *' 

Sigman  said  the  decision  on  how  a 
mass-transit  system  should  be  funded 
Would  be  made  by  an  appointed  transit 
authority,  but  believes  it  should  be 
self-supporting.

Tired  of  TV  commercials? 
Ads  now  at  movies,  too 

NEW  YORK  (AP) 


-  * - -  V — ,  If  you  hope  to 

escape  the  noisy  barrage  of  commer¬ 
cials  on  television  by  taking  in  a  movie, 
you  may  be  in  for  an  unpleasant  sur¬ 
prise.  Beginning  Wednesday,  up  to 
three  minutes  of  commercials  will  ap¬ 
pear  before  feature  films  on  the  silver 
screens  in  1,800  theaters  in  major  U.S. 
cities. 

But  the  big-screen  commercials 
won’t  be  as  obnoxious  as  many  of  those 
on  television,  says  a  spokesman  for  one 
theater  chain. 

Because  the  cost  of  the  movie  com¬ 
mercials  is  high  —  about  $18  per  1,000 
viewers  compared  with  about  $4  per  1,- 


000  viewers  for  many  television  com¬ 
mercials  —  industry  officials  expect  a 
“high-class”  product  in  the  movie 
houses. 

“These  will  be  soft,  entertaining 
commercials,  not  the  kind  of  hard-sell 
commercial  you  see  on  TV  for 
deodorants,”  said  one  spokesman. 

“They’ll  be  scenes  like  beautiful 
footage  of  skydivers  falling  through  the 
sky  and  landing  into  logos  of  soft- 
drinks.  That  sort  of  thing.” 

In  addition,  spokesmen  say  that,  un¬ 
like  TV  commercials,  the  movie  ads 
will  not  interfere  with  the  continuity  of 
the  show.

“If  computers  can  match  boys  and 
girls  for  college  dates,  they  can  match 
job-seeking  men  with  man-seeking 
jobs,”  former  President  Richard  M. 
Nixon  once  said. 

Utah  was  chosen  as  a  “model  state” 
in  mid-1966  to  develop  a  computerized 
job  matching  system. 

According  to  Charles  L.  Monson, 
assistant  manager  of  Provo’s  Job  Ser¬ 
vice,  “the  employment  service  group 
indicated  what  they  wanted  and  coni- 
puter  technicians  told  them  whether  it 
was  possible.” 

Today  in  a  matter  of  minutes 
qualifications  of  job  applicants  can  be 
matched  with  job  openings  anywhere 
in  Utah,  and  in  select  cases,  anywhere 
in  the  nation.  These  select  cases  in¬ 
clude  unusually  good,  high-paying  jobs 
in  professional  or  highly  skilled  areas, 
Monson  said. 

This  matching  process  occurs  in¬ 
stantly  through  remote  telecom¬ 
munications  equipment  located  across 
the  state. 

Computerized  job  matching  cuts 
down  the  time  and  expense  of  job 
hunting,  Monson  said,  adding  that 
when  the  system  becomes  nationwide, 
it  will  be  an  even  bigger  time  and 
money  saver. 

No  fee  required 

There  is  no  fee  to  either  applicant  or 
employer  for  the  job-matching  ser¬ 
vices,  he  stressed.  The  system  is  sup¬ 
ported  by  tax  monies  paid  by  em¬ 
ployers  as  part  of  the  unemployment 
insurance  program. 

Specifications  of  a  job  opening  may 
be  keyed  into  a  computer  terminal  and 
a  search  begun  for  qualified  appli¬ 
cants. 

According  to  the  Department  of  Em¬ 
ployment  Security,  up  to  36  specifica¬ 
tions  or  selection  factors,  such  as  age, 
working  conditions,  experience,  educa¬ 
tion  and  salary,  may  be  included  in  the 
inquiry. 

Of  these  36  “may”  factors,  any  three 
can  be  designated  “must”  factors.  The 
employer  may  want  people  from  a  cer¬ 
tain  geographical  area  or  be  willing  to 
pay  no  more  than  $2.30  an  hour.  These 
two-specifications  would  be  considered 
“musts.” 

The  computer  will  not  match  up  ap¬ 
plicants  with  job  orders  if  the  “must” 
specifications  are  not  satisfied,  Roger 
Halladay,  employer  relations  director 
of  Job  Service,  said. 

Applicant  records  are  then  ranked 
according  to  the  number  of  “may”  fac¬ 
tors  which  they  satisfy. 

Veterans  given  preference 

A  legal  requirement  of  the  office,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Job  Service  officials,  is  that 
qualified  disabled  veterans  and 
veterans  are  given  preference  in  the 
selection  process.  The  computer  will 
print  out  the  names  of  10  applicants 
for  a  job  order  and  indicate  on  the  prin¬ 
tout  the  total  number  of  qualified  per¬ 
sons  on  file,  Halladay  explained. 

Printouts  on  applicants  set  out  an 
accurate  record  of  such  things  as  the 


number  of  referrals,  placements, 
refused  referrals,  failures  to  report  and 
counseling  sessions. 

To  register  with  Job  Service,  the  ap¬ 
plicant  must  have  a  social  security 
number,  Monson  said.  An  extensive 
application  form  is  then  completed 
with  the  help  of  a  professionally 
trained  interviewer. 

He  said  some  of  the  information  re¬ 
quested,  such  as  age  and  sex,  could  be 
considered  discriminatory.  However, 
there  are  often  legitimate  reasons  for 
employers  to  request  this  information, 
he  said. 


Organized  by  occupation 

The  applicant  file  is  organized  oc¬ 
cupationally  by  a  nine-digit  Dictionary 
of  Occupational  Titles  code  number 
(DOT). 

Because  the  word  “painter”  is  easier 
for  most  people  to  understand  than  the 
code  “840-781010”  for  the  same 
classification,  Monson  believes  any 
nationwide  program  will  use  the  key 
word  system. 

The  three  computer  terminals  in  the 
Provo  office  do  not  have  a  direct  line  to 
the  teletype  machine  on  the  main 
floor,  Halladay  said.  All  input  and  job 
orders  go  through  Salt  Lake  City. 

In  a  matter  of  seconds,  the  informa¬ 
tion  requested  can  be  flashed  on  one  of 
the  terminals  or  a  printout  may  be  ob¬ 
tained. 

Computerized  call-in  cards  are 
mailed  periodically  to  applicants  in 
the  active  file  advising  them  of  job 
openings,  Monson  said. 

Applications  showing  some  activity 
are  kept  in  the  computer’s  active  file 
for  30  days.  Inactive  files  are  kept  for 
one  year. 

Overnight  search 

One  of  the  special  features  of  the 
system  is  the  overnight  search,  ac¬ 
cording  to  R.  Gordon  Sagers,  place¬ 
ment  supervisor.  As  the  applications 
accumulate  in  the  system,  each  night 
the  computer  automatically  compares 
job  openings  with  applicants  and 
prints  out  any  matches. 

“We  never  lose  records,”  Sagers 
said,  commenting  on  another  of  the  ad¬ 
vantages  of  the  computerized  program. 

The  applicant  and  an  interviewer 
complete  the  application  form  in 
duplicate.  The  first  copy  is  forwarded 
to  the  Salt  Lake  office  where  it  is 
keypunched  and  loaded  into , the 
system.  The  second  copy  is  retained  by 
the  local  office  in  the  event  of  a  failure 
in  the  main  system. 

He  said  the  Department  of  Labor  is 
anticipating  changes  that  will  moder¬ 
nize  and  streamline  the  system  even 
more.

Deadline  for  entries  is  Nov.  15,  Dr.  Haroldsen 
said.  Nominations  may  be  made  by  a  friend, 
neighbor  or  community  group  and  are  to  be  accom¬ 
panied  by  three  letters  of  recommendation. 

The  winning  family  and  runners-up  will  receive 
special  certificates  of  merit  from  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  sponsoring  Utah

“We  wish  to  emphasize  that  our  purpose  in  mak¬ 
ing  the  award  is  not  really  prize-oriented,  but  rather 
is  directed  toward  honoring  a  family  which  best 
represents  the  highest  ideals  of  family  living  here  in 
Utah  Valley,”  Dr.  Haroldsen  said.
